ATHENS, (Term.) J u l y 3. 


On Friday week last, one of the Sur- 


veyors of Georgia, en^a^ecl in laying 
off the Cherokee lands, was brought to 
this place by some of the natives, char- 
ged with an infraction of the Inter- 
course _Law. 
He 
was taken before 


Justice Johnson, and by him bound o- 
ver for his appearance at the Federal 
Court. 


On the same evening this case was 


transferred by a writ of H'ibeas Corpus 
before Judge Keith, who, alter hearing 
the testimony, and elaborate argummts 
pro and con., and taking until Monday 
to consider the case, discharged the 
defendant upon the ground of his ille- 
gal capture. 


The circumstances of the case are 


succinctly these:—The defendant was 
commissioned by the Governor 
of 


Georgia, in pursuance of an act of the 
Legislature of that State, to survey the 
Cherokee lands within her chartered 
limits; and whilst in the execution of 
his office, was arrested by the direction 
of the Principal Chief of the Nation: 
a-nd brought to Tennessee, where a 
warrant was procured and served upon 
him. 


The opinion of the Judge we consid- 


ered as lucid and able5 and evincive of 
much research, clear conception, and 
what is a distinctive trail in bis charac- 
ter, perfect freedom from poii'ical bias 
and party feeling. 
And strong as are 


our sympathies for the oppressed Cher- 
okee?, and our convictions of she gross 
injustice done them, v.-g cannot b'j; 
consider this an unfortunate and ill- 
judged measure—calculated still fur- 
lhi-r to excite the rancor and resent- 
ment of Georgia, even if they had suc- 
ceeded in convicting, and icsuhing in 
no permanent good.

Cholera in Detroit—fridlan War. 


Esti-act of :i Letter to the Editor of the Phil- 


adelphia Inquirer, dated 


DETROIT, J u l y 12, 1832. 


Dear Sir—The Cholera continues to 


prevail in this city. 
Between t h i r t y 


and forty cases, in all, have occurred ; 
and of these about eighteen have result- 
ed in death. 
Most of the others are 


convalescent; the remainder d o u b t f u l . 
Facts and experience have fully de- 
monstraled here, that life disease is not 
contagious, but epidemic, and that un- 
due excitement and fear exercise an ac- 
tive agency in producing the mortality 
among its subjects. 
The town is al- 


most deserted by its laboring inhabit- 
ants; and ihe countenances of Ihe re- 
maini'ig citizens, with some few excep- 
tions, exhibit marks of u n u s u a l depres- 
sion and melancholy. 
This is greatly 


lo lie lamented. 
The effeci is unhappy. 


Wilh every determination lo resist the 
mental contagion, I occasionally find 
myself just in the act of yielding to it. 
My family have, so far, entirely esca- 
ped. 
How long this exemption may 


continue, I know not ; bul I do not al- 
low ihe idea of dread to prevail among 
them, and believe that, up lo this mo- 
ment, they have noi k n o w n what appre- 
hension on ihe subject was. 


,1 regret to add, that the intelligence 


from the regujar troops is disastrous. 
Of the three companies of artillery un- 
der Col. TVTJGGS, and two or three 
more companies of infantry wiih them, 
few remain. 
These troops, you will re- 


collect, landed from 
the steamboat 


Henry Clay below Fort Gratiot. 
A 


great number of them have been swepl 
off by the disease. 
Nearly all the others 


have deserted. 
Of the deseriers, scatter- 


ed all over the country, some have died 
in the woods, and their bodies have 
been devoured by ihe wolves.

wretched inhabitants—but N. York, 
perhaps, more t h a n others in the U, S. 
as well because of its larger population, 
as from being the receptacle of a chief 
part of the emigrants from Europe—7,- 
000 and upwards, arrived in that city 
last month, many of whom were alto- 
gether destitute of present means of 
subsistence—and the stoppage of busi- 
ness has prevented such employments 
as some would have obtained, under 
di fie rent circumstances. 
A few steady 


and respectable persons have, however, 
recently died. 
Many thousands ofthe 


inhabitants of New York have fied to 
the country, and the city was still rapr 
idly emptying of its people. 
The Jour- 


nal of Commerce suggests that one- 
t h i r d of the population have abandon- 
ed their business and their homes I—- 
The disease now seems scattered near- 
ly over all the city, but was raging 
most fearfully about the famous "Five 
Points"—which is the very sink of hu- 
man degradation.—Niles.
